Is Declared 


by Commission 


LOS ANGELES, April 4.—Three of 


the most desperate prisoners in the 
county Jail, one a murderer, and the 
other two burglars, made a desperate 
attempt to murder the night jailers 
and escape at 2 o'clock this morning. 
Two of them were shot and now He 
wounded in the jail hospital. The third 
is in double irons in the dungeon. 


The prisoners who made the break 


are Ernest Stackpoie, who was con- 
victed and sentenced for the murder 
of Joel Scheck; J. B. Fleenor, colored, 
•who is accused of having committed 
more than sixty burglaries and who 
has served a term In an Eastern peni- 
tentiary, and. a negro named Born, 
who is under conviction for burglary. 


That the desperadoes did not suc- 
ceed in committing murder and re- 
leasing other desperate felons is due 
only to the fact that by the merest 
accident two of the jailers Instead of 
one made the rounds of the jail to 
inspect the different cells. 


CELL DOOR OP-ENED.' 


Jailer Quinn has just been relieved 


'by Deputy Jailer Oscar Norrell and 
the latter, accompanied by another jail 
official, started on his rounds through 
the jail. 
The three prisoners were 


confined in what is known as the 
emergency ward. 


On this section of the jail new locks 
had 
been ' p]aco>l 
yesterday, 
but 


Fleenor had .broken his lock and had 
been atle to open his col! door. Ho 
then released St;\o!<pole ami Born. The 
three prisoners tried to escape through 
R window, but could not get beyond 
the bars. 


PLOT TO MURDER. 


They then broke the window casing, 
secured the heavy iron sash weights 
and lay in wait for the night jailer. 
"When the officers approached the cells 
which the three criminals had occu- 
pied, the three men sprang out upon 
them and tried to beat them down with 
the iron wyig-'nts. XorreH was behind 
the other officer and thus escaped the 
first attack. This officer dodged a mur- 
derous blow aimed at him by Stack- 
pole and jumped aside. 


Fleenor and Born rushed at Norrell ! 


but before they could reach him he J 
drew his revolver and began shooting.

LOS ANGELES, April 4.—Local capitalists interested 


in the Home Telephone Company of San Francisco have sent 
the following statement to the Times: 


"Statement concerning Home Telephone franchise in Saa 


Francisco: Cash paid for franchise to the city of San Fran- 
cisco $100,000. The requirements that ihe price be in gold, 
and this being impossible right after the fire, $25,000 was 
paid to the Supervisors, and $75,000 was given by certified 
check to the city relief fund. 


"Under the provision of the franchise the city acquired 


the use free of charge of 600 telephones, estimated value to 
the city $8 per month each, or $4800 per month, $57,600 per 
year, or 5 per cent interest on nearly $2,500,000. 


"The telephone company under the Broughton act is re- 


quired to pay 2 per cent of the gross receipts after five years 
to the city granting the franchise. 


"The gross receipts after five years are estimated to be 


the proceeds of 50,000 telephones paying an average of $5 
per telephone per month. This would amount to $300,000 
month, or $3,600,000 per year, 2 per cent of which would 
total not less than; $72,000 per year. This capitalized at 6 per 
cent means annual interest on $1,450,000. 


"In addition, to the foregoing the city acquires the free 


use of two ducts in the underground system throughout the 
city for its fire alarm, telegraph and general municipal wire:;

"The people of the United States are

construction of the Panama Canal than 
they have ever displayed in any great 
public work undertaken by our govern- 
ment. During the progress of this ool- j | 
osaal engineering project, necessarily 
* 


extending over a period of years, Con- 
gress will be periodically compelled to 
appropriate additional sums of money 
•which will call forth many debates in 
both the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives upon questions appertaining 


• to, and growing out of, the building oJ 
this great inter-oceanic waterway. 


BENEFITS ACCRUE. 


"With the completion of the canal 


there will Accrue to California, as a 
result of its fortunate position geo- 
graphically, more direct benefit, 
per- 


haps, than to any other single State in 
the Union. 
Realizing, therefore, that 


the Panama Canal will be a live pub- 
lic question for years to come and 
desiring to personally investigate labor 
conditions, I felt it to be no less than

The Panama railroad has in its employ 
on the Isthmus nearly 5000. To properly 
house and feed these employes is a tre- 
mendous undertaking, but our govern- 
ment Is proving equal to the task. 
Suf- 
ficient buildings have been provided for 
all its bachelor employes. These .buildings 
are screened, comfortably furnished and 
fitted with running water and modern 
plumbing.

modation of employes with families.

PANAMA HISTORY. 


''.The speaker gave an interesting his- 
tory of the- construction of the Pana- 
ma railroad, the financing of which 
project he declared would have been 
very doubtful if not for the discovery 
ot gold in California. Tho road Is for- 
ty-seven miles in length, cost over 
eight millions of dollars, and has paid 
dividends 
runslnp: from 
twelve 
to 


twenty-two per cent per annum. The 
lecturer then took his audience along 
the line of the Panama railroad from 
Colon to the City of Panama, describ- 
ing the various Interesting towns and 
scenes, and finally landing at the new 
hotel, the Tivoli. recently erected by 
the Canal Commission at Anson, just 
on the outskirts of the City ot Panama. 


Speaking of the principal city on the 


Isthmus Knowland said: "Panama to- 
dav has a. population of about 22.000 
of which 13,000 are natives of Panama. 
Before our government displayed Its 
paternalism, by paving 
the streets, 


which H was obliged to clo as a sani- 
tary necessity, they were dirty, .squalid 
and breeding places for disease. These 
•streets have becm paved, at least most 
of. them, with the best variety of pav- 
ing bricks, laid on concrete founda- 
tions."

cross at Panama.

shore Hue to the Pacific shore line the 
distance will be about forty-one miles, u 
local comparison being the stretch be- 
tween Oakland and San Jose. The canal 
begins at Cristobal, near Colon, on the 
Atlantic or Caribbean side. It is not gen- 
erally realized, but nevertheless Is a fact, 
that the Pacific termimi!; or tho canal is 
actually twenty miles farther east than 
the Atlantic terminus.

the American people, however instructive it may be in certain par- 
ticulars. The President is on the popular and Mr. Harriman on the 
unpopular side of a great question of peculiar and absorbing interest 
at this time, but that does not obscure the fact that the issue of 
•personal veracity between himself and other men of position and 


.': reputation has been raised by the President with a frequency that, 


is startling and disagreeable. 
Solomon said, 'Tn my haste I said all 


men are liars." Mr. Roosevelt may be a trifle over-hasty in accusing 
other men of lying. It is regrettable that he is so ready to impeach 
..the motives and veracity of others, and so entrenched in the purity 
of his own motives that he cannot admit the possibility of mistake on 
his part and honest misunderstanding on the part of men with whom 
he disagrees. 
» 


It is unfortunate that the President is too inclined to pursue 


good intention with bad method, and to make the tightness of his 
position, from a public standpoint, justify injustice and insult to in- 
dividuals. 
It is one of the grave faults of an impetuous and self- 


willed but honest-minded man that he sometimes loses sight of the 
dignity and responsibilities of his lofty station in his eagerness to 
engage in controversy and defy contradiction. Men who believe in 
him thoroughly and support him cordially are grieved that his com- 
bative and impulsive temperament leads him 
into 
doing 
unfair 


things and using his great power, popularity and political prestige 
to strike down an adversary. 
Xo candid-thinking person can fail

their Chief Magistrate. 
Their first impulse is to side with the

elevated to the Presidency who is unworthy of trust and honor. 
Hence a President should be particular in what he says concerning 
citizens in private life who incur his displeasure or disagree with his 
policies. 
Nothing so becomes power as magnanimity. Nothing so 


vindicates the truth in a man as silence under calumny when he is 
fortified by position and public confidence. 
And true courage dis- 


plays its finest flower when it scorns an unfair advantage and re- 
trains from striking the weak. 
•* 


Tt is to be noted that the controversy between the President and 


Mr. Harriman was not of the latter's seeking. 
Neither did the 


President invite it. 
A discharged stenographer stole a copy of a 


confidential letter Mr. Harriman wrote to his friend Sidney Webster j 
on January 2, 1906, detailing the writer's experience in the preceding 
Presidential and Gubernatorial campaigns, and sold the confidential 
communication to the New York World, which is antagonistic to 
obth the President and Mr. Harriman. Dismissing a large portion 
of the contents of this letter 
from 
consideration, the 
President 


promptly and emphatically denounced Harriman as a liar. 


There the matter rests. 
It is a condition unsatisfactory to the 


public and unpleasant in all of its aspects. 
The issue of veracity 


so sharply raised is still undecided, and an element 
of personal 


rancor injected into the railroad question that is of such profound 
importance to the nation. 
The President has the people with him 


in his demand for trust regulation and government control of the 
railroads, but it is unfortunate that at this moment he should allow 
himself to become involved in a bitter personal quarrel with the man 
who conspicuous!}' represents the railroad interests.

his official acts as dictated by a feeling of pique and spite.

Earl lecture of the series entitled "The 
Approach to the Social Question," -was 
given by Professor Francis G. Peabody 
of Harvard, Tuesday night, at the First 
Congregational Church. .His subject 
was "Social Science, Sociology, Eco- 
nomics and the Social Question." The 
audience was considerable larger than 
on the first night and included a large 
number of clergymen from the bay re- 
gions. 


Professor Peabody considered social 


science and sociology in their rela- 
tion to .the social question and sug- 
gested the strong and weak points as 
a method of attacking the problems 
of the modern world. 
Sociology, he 


said, was the final statement of the 
laws that control social life. 
Sociol- 


ogy is subsequent to all other sc!ences< 
and depends on 'them. 
According to 


its proponents, it is the last and high- 
est landing on the great stairway of 
education. 
Sociology, however, has 


its critics and it is defective in that 
the teachers of the science are not at 
all agreed as 
to 
what sociology Is. 


Much time is spent in discussing the 
nature of the science instead of ap- 
plying its teachings to the problems 
about us. 
Robert 
Balfour, 
when 


)rime minister of England, said, with 
characteristic audacity that the pro- 
fessors of sociology were very 
much 


ike the promoters of a new township 
—they show us the plans of the streets 
aut as 
yet 
we can see no 
visible 


signs of inhabitants. 


Social 
science 
on 
the 
one hand 


shows us a way of approach to the 
social Question that gives us a little 
vista of the subject; sociology takes 
us Jnto the very citadel of the social 
problems and confuses our view with 


too great comprehensiveness. 
A third way of approach—the way 


of economics—was considered last by 
Professor Peabody. 
Arguing 
from 


the standpoint of economics, the plain 
man of business says the only good 
rule is to tend to your own business 
and leave the problems of society to 
the working of economic laws. 
The 


survival of. the fittest is a cruel law, 
he says,- but a potent one. Its .wheels 
grind 
inexorably, 
but 
after 
all do 


they' not grind justly? _.-. 


Under his reasoning the. social ques- 


tion becomes economic and must be 
left to. men of affairs and not to men 
of sentiment. 
Charity works an in- 


justice to 
the workingmen, for one 


man cannot be lifted up by charity 
without some one else being dragged 
down. To dispense charity to the un- 
fit is an unjustifiable interference with 
the laws of ecenomics.

Professor Peabody then went on to 


enlarge on these views .and considered 
the 
attitude 
of the workingman to 


society in the light of-orthodox econ- 
omy. It is the belief of many work-

March 2.—(Via New Orleans April 3.) 
—The Intentions of the United States 
In landing marines upon the Honduras 
coast and the evident latitude granted 
them in protecting foreign life and 
property, is exciting much comment 
here. 
It has been remarked as espe- 


cially significant that the American 
landing parties not only here, but at 
Ceiba and Trujillo, have in each in- 
stance placed a Hotchkiss gun which 
they took ashore with them so as to 
sweep the seaward approach.

TRIBUNE Publishing Company, re- 
cently visited Goldfleld and Tonopah, 
and gives a very Interesting descrip- 
tion of the conditions now present in 
those two Important mining camps. 


His trip to Nevada was fraught with 


many Incidents and some danger, as 
he was overtaken by a great storm in 
the mountains 
which delayed 
him 


nearly seven days upon 3. trip which Is 
•usually made in twenty-four hours. 
He relates his first holdup at Boca, 
when the greatest rainfall that has oc- 
curred In the mountains for two de- 
cades -was then In progress. This, to- 
gether with the melting snow which 
was more than two feet deep on the 
mountains, swelled the Truckee river 
to a veritable torrent, washing out 
bridges, raiilToad tracks, flumes and de- 
stroying the 
magnificent 
structural 


flume of the electric light and power 
company, which was nine feet in dia- 
meter and over 4000 feet in length and 
constructed at a cost of more than ?20 
per running foot. 
It also severely 


damaged and crippled the Florlston j- 
Paper Mill plant, and for a space of 
two miles destroyed property of a per- 
manent character and estimated value 
of more than, 5200,000. 


MANY DISASTERS. 


The railroad company had many 


other disasters to encounter in the 
mountains by way of landslides, snow- 
slides, broken snowsheds and the like,

The storm that raged in the Sierras 


• tor more than a week had extended 
on Eastward to the Colorado river.

.tracks known as the Hazen Cutoff, 
.from the town of Hazcn to Wabuska, 
iwero under water for miles and travel 
• over tho line rendered absolutely ini- 
i possible for nearly four days, and all 
i<sommunlcation to Tonopah, and Gold- 
l field, either by rail, automobile or by 
(wire, suffered a complete knockout. 
(The 
efforts of the company in that dl- 


*rectJon were fully as strenuous as on 
•the Sierra Nevada 
division. 
They 


{pressed every available man into their 
;^ervice, repaired bridges and tracks and 
;ln the shortest time possible had their 
ttralns moving to accommodate the pub- 
lic, who were waterbound in their cars 
'during the continuance of the storm. It 
may be truthfully said In defense of 
the company and Its efforts, that no 
passenger upon their cars was per-

•plo In that vicinity, la that these per-

overbearing:, dictatorial and apparent- 
ly lawless, and do not seem to be ap- 
peased by anythirfg in the shape of 
reasonable methods, but openly boast 
of their power to control all conditions 
of labor in Goldfield, and insist that If 
their conditions be not complied with 
they will run havoc in the city and, ir 
nccemry, enforce their demands by re- 
sorting to every kind of violence, Al- 
ready murcier has been committed upon | 
peaceful, law-abiding citizens, whose 
only' offense was their refusal to com- 
ply with the demands of this anarchis- 
tic gang. But these conditions cannot 
long continue in Qoldfleld, which city 
Is largoly Bottled by American citizens, 
and whilo law-abiding citizens are long 
suffering and will not resort to dras- 
tic measures except in extreme cases,

Jim Buttler, a pioneer miner of Ne- 
vada, happened to camp with his wlfa 
and family, on an outing trip he was 
taking at the time to Candelerla and

Being an old- Nevadan myself, and 


having spent twenty years within the 
confines of that commonwealth.
